results might have been most disastrous. The rcccnt'shooling 
of a man at Hampton is fresh in the public mind here, and 
ihere have been even more aggravated cases in other places. 
In Western Massachusetts a perfectly innocent party was 
chased for miles, with bullets flying in an effort to pimcturt the 
fires. The party was mistaken, by the officers for rum runners, 
and supposed those in pursuit were hold-up men.

mighty unpleasant and dangerous situation and it is a wonder 
ihat some one was not killed=er badly, injured. 


It would seem as if some way could and should be devised 


to enable the agents who arc. obliged (o work, on the highways 
nt night to make it known to autoists they cndeavoMo hall 
ihaf they are officers acting under authority. The oflicers are 
on (he lookout for rum runners, which is perfectly proper. But; 
highwaymen have been so plentiful for the last" year or I wo I 
thai Ihe officers are frequently mistaken for robbers and the 
result is a mixture of misunderstandings which gives rise lo 
dangerous conditions. Innocent people arc nol aware thai the 
shooting is merely for the purpose of puncturing lires, and Ihe 
thicker the bullels fly the faster they drive, this convinces 
,the officers thai they are on the riglil (rack, and so Ihe thing 
goes until the facts become known and all hands are relieved 
by the absence of fatalities. 


There should be nolhing of this kind. 
Means should be 


provided by which prohibition agents could show their auth- 
ority when working on counlry roads at night. In (he absence 
of (his il is natural lhal motorists should fake them for hold-up 
men, especially in limes like Ihese, and try lo get away, there- 
by increasing'(he .suspicions of (he oflicers lhal (hey arc rum 
runners.
